2. Claims 1-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Sensing quiescent current is not new in the prior art. The method for adjusting 

quiescent current taught by Brayton et al [U.S. 6.046,642] is an active bias 
compensation circuit that senses quiescent current to maintain optimal DC biasing of an 
amplifier. However, there is no teaching of a process device that senses quiescent 
current in an industrial process coupled to a process control device and diagnostic 
circuitry. This is considered novel and unobvious in light of the prior art.
